Honig’s handsome jewel- 
ry, cameo, opal and pearl, and various oth- 
er articles. These were taken, as also were 
Mrs. Honig’s Irish house linen and three 
new dresses.

HIS WIDOW A VANDEVENTER. 


|He Was Reading the Announcement of 


the Death of a Friend When He

dow. He gazed at the obftuary in aston- 
ishment and read the brief paragraph 
aloud:

In inner circles of the St. Louis Medical 
Society the belief is freely expressed that 
the @harges preferred by the St. Louis 
Academy of Medical and Surgical Sciences 
at Saturday’s meeting against Dr. C. C. 
Morris, Superintendent of the St. Louis 
Baptist Hospital, will never come to a trial. 

Physicians who are close to Dr. Josepn 
H. Mulhall, Chairman of the Committee on 
Ethics, say he leans to the view that unless 
charges are preferred by members of the 
St. Louis Medical Society they will have 
no standing and should not be entertained. 
The Committee will in all probability ig- 
nore the charges and permit them to re- 
main on file. 

Under the rules of the society charges of 
breach of ethics must be in writing and 
sealed, and must not be read before the 
meeting. They must be referred direct to 
the commiitee on ethics, of which the re- 
tiring president of the society is invariably 
chairman. 

The last charges brought before the so- 
ciety were in conrection with the ‘ticket 
hospital] plan’’ in vogue at a number of 
new healing institutions which are sup- 
ported by members paying 25 or 530 cent as- 
secsements monthly and receiving free medi- 
cal or surgical attention as long as they 
keep up their membership.

It was growing dark 
and Mrs. Hanna was reaching up to turn 
on the electric ights when the veiled wo- 
man, without a word, got up from her 
chair, pulled a revolver from under her 
coat and shot four times at Mrs. Hanna, 
This was the last seen of her. 

Mrs. Hanna after the shooting walked 
to her husband's office, where she told her 
story. A carriage was called and she was 
taken to Lakeside Hospital. There it was 
said the wound is not dangerous. Hanna 
alleges to the police that he knows the 
woman who did the shooting.

JAMES L. RICHARDSON RELEASED 
FROM CUSTODY. 


James L. Richardson, who was arrested 
by order of Circuit Attorney Eggers on sus- 
picion of being James Williams, who was

When McMenamy confronted Richardson 
in Chief Campbell's office Monday he could 
not thoroughly identify him. 

Mr. Egger’s description, furnished by 
the Pit€sburg police, fitted Richardson al- 


most exactly, but the police refused the 
Cireult Attorney's request to photograph 
the prisoner and send the lkeness to Her- 
bert Mills, who was convicted of the same 
offense and at present is serving out 13 
years for it in the State Penitentiary.

GUTHRIE, O. T., Jan. 16.—George Pat- 
ton, a negro, who lives alone in a 12-foot 
deep.dugout in the Cottonwood bottom, in 
this city, is nearly 117. years old.

Not only thé bakers, but the good house- 
wife begins the baking of eakes, pies and 
other pastry delicacies inewhich eggs ara 
a necessary ingredient, and the saloon de- 
mand for eggnog and Tom and Jerry is 
also a considerable factor. 

Usually after Jan. 1 prices at once de- 
cline. This year the price advanced the 
first week in January from 20 to 22 cents. 
This was hardly a legitimate advance, 
being brought about by small receipts 
and a demand to fill contracts, which 
caused a bid of 2 cents above the market 
to secure the goods. 

Ten days ago the decline set in, and the 
mild weather of last week helped it. The 
price went back to 2), then to 19, then 18, 
then 16%, and on Monday it flopped 2 
cents at once, going to 14 cents per dozZen. 
The colder weather Tuesday strengthened 
the market and there was an advance to 
15 cents. but with receipts continuing large 
the tendency will be downward, and it is 
not unlikely that fancy prices will prevail 
again for a while.

IS OPPOSED TO ANNEXATION. 


BUT THEY ARE NOT PERMITTED 
TO QUOTE HIM. 


Dewey Said to Have Informed McKin- 
ley That Permanent Acquisi- 
tion Would Be a S5e- 
rious Blunder. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The anti-expan- 
sion storm is still rising. There are signs 
of an inclination on the part of the Presi- 
dent to compromise with the opposition 
that has developed a strength in the Sen- 
ate far greater than was anticipated a 
fortnight ago. 

Your correspondent is able to state on 


the best authority that Mr. McKinley has} 


detlared within the past week to two Sen- 
ators, at least, that he had no desire for 
the permanent annexation of the Phillip- 
pines. He assured them that he was only 
&.1X.0U8S to see the treaty ratified, so that 
the war period may be completely closed 
and the United States Government be left 
free to make arrangements for the future 
of the islands upon the same American 
principle as it is pledged to appiy to the 
isiand and people of Cuba. 

The. President's attituae is being thus rep- 
resented by Senators friendly to the rati- 
fication of the treaty in the executive ses- 
sions Tf the Senate. 

In so representing his position, however, 
they are careful to quahfy their declara- 
tions -by adding that they “‘speak without 
the President's authority.” 

They kaow that he is opposed to the 
permanent acquisition of the Philippines 
and is favorable to the establ.shment of a 
native Filipino government, free and inde- 
pendent, under temporary American guid- 
ance and protection, but he has not au- 
thorized them to say so, 

There is no doubt that this is the present 
cue of the administration—to represent to 
such Senators as are dowbtful about vot- 
ing to ratify the treaty that it will be all 
right tc do so, because the President him- 
seif is not an imperialist and has no pur- 
pose to pursue any policy in the Philippines 
extept the same that he is pledged to pur- 
sue in Cuba. 

it is assumed that th's line of action will 
reassure some hesitating Senators and win 
their votes for ratificat.on without amend- 
ment, which, but for these. private assur- 
ances Of Mr. McKiniey’s anti-imperialist 
attitude, “‘made without authority” in 
every case, would be cast for the amend- 
ment. 


It is plain that the President has caused 
it to be known to the imperialistic organs 
in the country that they will-be expected 
to trim their sails in accordance wiih the 
direction of the wind from the White 
liouse. 

The Washington correspondent of a Chi- 
cago paper, which is admittedly closer to 
McKinley than any other organ of the ad- 
ministration, wirca his paper that ‘Dewey 
is known to be opposed to expansion—that 
the Admiral has told the President that 
a licy which ineciudes. the retention of 
the Philippines b» the United States would 
be a grievous blunder. 

This is the first intimation from an au- 
thoritative source, of the opinion of the 
victor of Manila on the Philippine’s prop- 
fem, and it has no doubt had much to do 
with the shifting of positions by the ad- 
ministration.

DR. EGAN PROPOSES NEW LAWS. 


A State Board of Medical Examiners to 
Issue Licenses to Practitioners 
Is Also Desired. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Jan. 16.—At to-day’s 
meeting of the State Board of Health Sec- 
retary J. A. Egan recommended the follow- 
ing legislation: 

1. The creation of a State Board of Medl- 
cal Examiners, The duties of the board will 
be the examining and licensing of physi- 
clans and midwives and the supervision of 
medical colleges. 

2. The creation of a local board of health 
in every city, village and town and every 
county not under township organization. 

3. Forbidding the interment or cremation 
of a body dead from any disease without 
a permit of the nearest health officer, and 
requiring all health officers to make a bi- 
monthly rg ort to the State Board of such 
permits iseued. 

4. Supervision of public water supplies 
and sewerage. 

5. A more liberal appropriation. The ap- 

ropriations in the past have been entirely 
nadequate for the purpose for which they 
are made. The Hilinois Legislature at its 
last session appropriated $5000 per year to 
be used in fighting smallpox, yellow fever 
and Asiatic cholera, while the States of 
Indiana and Wiseonsin each appropriated 
five times that amount, — 

6. To compensate owners of cattle con- 
demned for tuberculosis if the owner is 
ignorant of the existence of the disease 
when he purchased the stock, and fixing a 
severe penalty against owners who fail to 
report the existence of the disease among 
their herds. 

7. A general revision of the act creat- 
ing the board, as the Attorney General has 
given it as his opinion that the act is weak 
in many places and might easily become in- 
operative. 

Another matter to come before the board 
will be the consideration of reports of sani- 
tary inspections made in State institutions 
during the last quarter. Among these wiil 
be the report upon the Asylum for Criminal] 
Insane at Chester. The report condemns 
the institution and brands it as thoroughly 
unsanitary and a malaria breeder. 

The secretary will report many requests 
to mspect sanitary conditions at various 
points in the State, but will report this 
impossible without a liberal papropriation 
to meet the necessary expenses. 

The officers for the coming year will be 
elected at this meeting. The term of Dr, 
A. C. Corr.,who has been the President for 
the past year, has expired, and he is no 
longer a member of the board. It is prob- 
able Dr. C. B. Johnson of Champaign, at 
elected President, Dr. J. A. Egan will be 
elected President, Dr. J. A. ,Egan will e 
elected Secretary, and some contest may be 
made for the position of treasurer.

MINISTER TO CHINA IN 1882. 


WENT WITH GRANT ON His TOUR 
AROUND THE WORLD. 


Wa Correspondent at Bull Run and 
Witnessed the Terrible Scenes 
of the Rise and Fall of the 
Paris Commune. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—John Russell 
Young, librarian of the Congressional 
Library, died at his residence here at 8:45 
this morning, after an illness of several 
weeks. ‘ 

Mr. Young had a notable caretr as 
journalist, diplomatist, public official and 
the intimate associate of distinguished pub- 
lio men. He was born in Downingtown, 
Chester County, Pa., Nov. 20, 1841. Tne 
fam.ly moved to Philadeirhia, and he was 
educated in the public schools of that city. 
Later he went to New Orleans, where an 
uncle lived, and continued his school work 
in the New Orleans High School. Return- 
ing to Philadelphia, he secured a place on 
the Phijadelphia Press, in 1857, as copy boy 
and from this dated his newspaper work. 
When John W. Forney came to Wash.ng- 
ton in 1861 to become Secretary of the Sen- 
ate, he brought along Young, who by tnat 
time had become a fluent writer. While 
acting as Col. Forney’s private secretary, 
Mr. Young continued his writings to the 
Philadelphia Press, and it was by his de- 
scription of the first battle at Bull Run 
that he won his spurs as a graphic war 
correspondent. He followed the army of 
the Potomac to the end of the Chicka- 
hominy campaign, In 1864 he accompanied 
Gen. Nathaniel P. Banks on the Red River 
expedition. On returning he became man- 
aging editor of the Philadelphia Press 
which he resigned in 1865 to start the Morn- 
ing Post, which, however, was not a suc- 
cess. 

He had contributed to the New York 
Tribune and his pleasing style attracted 
the attention of Horace Greely with the 
result that in 1866 Young became managing 
editor of the paper with which Greely had 
been so long associated. At that time 
Young was only 25 years old. His leisure 
he devoted to the study of law, and in 1867 
was admitted to the bar in New York city. 
In 1870 he again tried the establishment of 
& newspaper of his ‘own, this time the 
Standard. About this time, however, Secre- 
tary Boutwell, who was at the head of the 
Treasury Department in President Grant’s 
Cabinet, induced Young to go abroad to 
look into financial affairs. While abroad 
on this mission the awful days of the Paris 
Commune occurred and Mr, Young’s ac- 
count of the rise and fall of the Commune, 
and of the stirring days through which the 
French capital passed, is regarded as one 
of the best examples of English descriptive 
writing. 

Iri 1872 he became the Furopean repres- 
entative of the New York Herald and spent 
two years’in London and Paris and an- 
other year In work and travel on the con- 
tinent. In -877 Gen. Grant started upon his 
memorable trip around the world, and on 
his invitation, Mr. Young joined the party. 
This made him for two years almost a 
member of the family of the great General. 
and a warm friendship sprang up between 
them. Afier the return, Mr. Young wrote 
“Around the World With Gen. Grant.” 

During this trip Mr. Young was espe- 
cially interested in China, to which coun- 
try President Arthur sent him in 1882 as 
United States Minister. He remained in 
China until the opening of the first Cleve- 
land administration, when he returned to 
this country and engaged in literary and 
business pursuits. 

When the new library of @engress war 
completed, attention was directed to the 
choice of a librarian embodying literary 
ability and executive management, and 
President McKinley named Mr. Young on 
July 1, 1897. He entered upon his duties 
while the library was still in its cramped 
quarters at the Capitol and saw it expand 
into the classic temple of the Arts and 
Literature which it now occuples. 

The transition involved not only a re- 
moval of vast stores of precious volumes, 
but the complete reorganization of the li- 
brary staff. Mr. Young directed all of this,

Three residents of Oakland — H. H. 
Thompson, Charles Moore and Charles 
Gsell—yesterday visited the beach at Ala- 
meda, and at the foot of a cliff one found 
a substantial-looking pocketbook. It con- 
tained no money, but two letters, evi- 
dently written by a well-educated German. 

Gesell translated the letters and then 
hurried with them to the police. One of 
the letters gave inetructiong to the re- 
ceiver, who was addressed as “Brother,” 
as to the placing of 11 infernal machines 
in the principal hotels of San Francisco, 
by as many different persons. Each agent 
was to gecure a room in a certain hotel 
Jan. 30, place a machine therein, and then 
depart. Each machine was to be so regu- 
lated as to be fired in seven hours. 

The receiver of the letter was promised, 
in case of success, the leadership of an 
organization of anarchists in Chicago. 
The letter contained minute details as to 
how the work was to be done and indi- 
cated from the language used that the 
men involved are flahermen.

IDENTIFYING VICIOUS NEWSPAPERS. 


Last Saturday an afternoon contemporary published a state- 
ment designed to impair public confidence in the soundness 
ofa local bank. The report was a fake and fortunately the 
character and reputation of the newspaper reduced its effect 
to a minimum, but the consequences might have been disas- 
trous. The statement was calculated to create a panic in- 
volving the ruin not only of the institution directly affected 
but of many others. 

Repeated offenses of this kind against individuals and the 
community on the part of newspapers, which wantonly or 
carelessly publish unfounded statements and idle or malicious 
rumors, make the judicious grieve and injure the press in 
the mind of the public. They explain such qualification of 
the commendation of the press as Rabbi Leon Harrison felt 
impelled to suygest in his recent discourse on the subject by 
condemning certain base elements of journalism. 

But the Post-Dispatch does not join in the fear of some con- 
temporaries that injustice to respectable newspapers ‘will re- 
sult from the failure of Rabbi Harrison and others, who con- 
demn sensational journals, to name the offenders. The com- 
munity knows the offenders. Their vicious works identify 
them and fix their reputation in the public mind. Andin time 
they have their just reward—the inevitable fate of the false 
and fraudulent. 

The public easily distinguishes between the honest and re- 
liable newspaper which takes every possible means to avoid 
errors and the reckless, unreliable sheet which publishes un- 
verified rumors, regardless of consequences. The one gains 
public confidence and the other public distrust, and without 
public confidence continued success in journalism is impossible.

of Gen. Shelby's men who was out on 
courier duty applied at the Wadsworth 
home for lodging. A detachment of Union 
soldiers on h‘s trail traced him there and 
refused to accept a denial. 

The Shelby soldier was secreted under a 
bed in one of the negro cabins. The Fed- 
erals failed to find him, but they knew 
he was there and they fired all the build- 
ings. This brought the soldier out of hid- 
ing. He was put upon a horse and tied to 
the saddle Then the soldiers led him 
away to h’e fate. 

After this incident the Wadsworth family 
decided to move to Texas. The farm was 
sold and all other belongings were con- 
verted into cash. With his family and | 
$6000 in gold, the elder Wadsworth started | a 
overland from Greene County to Texas. | 
Just before he reached Carthage he was 
overtaken by two men who, he suspected, 
intended robbery. They too, were going to 
Texas thev said. 

Wadsworth watched h's chances, and at 
the first opportunity absented himself from 
his family and hastily buried the saddle 
bags which contained his money. He start- 
ed back to his wagon, which he had lefta 
short @stance from the creek, but he never | 


reached it, for he fell into the hands of a' (ae 


straggling band of Federals who made him 
a prisoner and he died svon after. He 
manage’, however, to convey secretly to 
his wife a rough map of the location where 
he buried tne money.

Given the Honor of a Vote for United 
States Senator.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 17.—The 
Republican Senatorial caucus was rather a 
tame affair to the casual observer, but 
there was an immense amount of genuine 
eeling under the éuriace. 
scene a face of the returns, Col. R. C. 
Kerens, national committeeman for Mis- 
souri, was given the complimentary nom- 
ination by acclamation, but there were 
many men there who would rather almost 
any of the other men mentioned had been 
a possibility. 

fol. Kerens askei for the nomination 
and Col. Kerens must have it. That was 
the principie upon which more than ane 
member voted for him, and stated as much 
before he voted.

POTTER STARTLES CHURCHMEN 


He Says the Saloon, Under Present 
Conditions, Is a Necessity. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—All of church 
New York is to-day talking about ‘the 
address of Bishop Potter before a meet- 
ing of the Church Temperance Society in 
the Waldorf-Astoria last night, in which 
he told his brother Bishops and the mem- 


bers of the church who formed his audi- 
ence that saloons were a social necessity 
under existing conditions, and that they 
provided a reasonable and legitimate place 
of relaxation for the great majority of 
men, who, he pointed out, could not afford 
to belong to clubs. 

Bishop Potter warned the society that 
the saloon would continue to exist until 
something equally attractive to laboring 
men was substituted for it. His unex- 
pected defense of the saloon caused a 
sensation in the meeting. 

“T may also say that I appear here to- 
night with a retainer for the saloon,” said 
Bishop Potter. ‘‘We may anathematize it, 
abuse it and deplore it, but it is a social 
n@cessity. I repeat that it is a social ne- 
cessity. I am sorry if I pain some of you 
when [I say it, but the saloon exists in 
New York ®ecause you and I, redeemed 
by the same Master, have given no better 
thing in its place. 

“There is need of .relaxation and diver- 
sion among the poorer classes of the city. 
It is as just and as righteous a want with 
them as are the diversions from which you 
and I have come to-night, or to which we 
shall go to-morrow. The man who defends 
the saloon on the plea that it is ‘the poor 
man’s club’ speaks the truth. It is placed 
thickly along our streets because the men 
who cannot afford to pay $50 to belong to 
a club, as Mr. Choate and I do, are more 
numerous than the men who can. 

“Who can wonder, in view of the hard 
and toilsome life, and often- uncomfortable 
home of the laboring man, if, after the 
day’s work, he leaves his home with ite 
erying children and untidy wife for this 
place where he finds light and warmth and 
often music? Unless we realize these con- 
ditions. it is of no use to anathematize the 
saloon.” 
Bishop Potter went on to say that the 
society was working along the right line 
in seeking to eStablish the Squirrel Inn, a 
ehurch saloon, on the Bowery. He cited 
the sucess of the M‘lls Hotel as a demon- 
etration that rich men may invest their 
inoney in a purely benevolent way and yet 
get a fair return for it. 

“The misery of our philanthropy,’’ said 
he, “‘is that it is so divorced from business 
principles.”’

Warren Has Broken’ the Old Rule 
Which Kept Recruits Silent 
for Four Years.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Senator Mitch- 
ell is soon to be forced into political 
oblivion, and deeming this insufficient 
punishment, a cruel fate is about ‘to rob 
him of one of hia principal distinctions. 
The senicr member from Wisconsin pos 
sesses the most luxuriant growth of whisk 
broom whiskers in the Senate, But these 
adjectives can no longer be applied to the 
Mitchell whiskers. 

When the venerable ex-Chief Justice Ross 
of the Vermont Supreme Court, who suc- 
ceeds the iate Mr. Morrill in the Senate, 
walks down the main aisle to-day, hand In 
hand with his colleague, Senator Proctor, 
his long, straggling, Peffer-like hirsute 
growth tlowing back over his shoulders, the 
Mitchell whiskers will be a thing of the 
past. 

Not since the Populistic Peffer retired 
from the Senate has that body been graced 
with such a fine buneh of whiskers as 
the one owned, controlled and operated by 
the new Vermont Senator. Senator Proctor 
and the new Senator rode about the city 
in an open carriage yesterday and the light 
— had a great opportunity to enjoy it- 
self. 


Warren Broke an Old Rule. e 

When a new man comes into the Senate 
custom decrees that he must take a back 
seat for four years. This time is supposed 
to be necessary to enable the raw recruit to 
“catch on.’’ There have been few excep- 
tions to this unwritten rule. 

One notable exception, however, has been 
recorded recently—Senator Francis E. War- 
ren of Wyoming. Mr. Warren came into 
the Senate in 1890, has served continuously, 
and for more than six years has been con- 
spicuous’ as one of the Republican leaders. 
Before his election to the Senate he was 
prominent in his State, having served as 
Treasurer, and later as Governor for two 
terms. 

The old and dignified Senators soon saw 
that he was a man of ability and legis- 
lative training and that he could not easily 
be ignored. Warren came rapidly to the 
front. With Elkins, Aldrich and Allison 
he has much to do with shaping the course 
of legislation. 


Neat Idea From Kalamazoo. 
Representative Todd of Kalamazoo has 
distributed among his friends a fine souve- 
nir of the year 1899. It is a calendar ar~ 
ranged as a basket of violets, chrysanthe- 
mums and daisies. The months of the year 


are cleverly conceived behind four-leaf 
clovers. Formerly members from Kentucky 
distributed bottles of fluid which made 
Kentucky famous. Others gave some arti- 
cle appropriate to the State, but Mr. Todd’s 
is, without exception, the most artistic yet 
devised. His calendars are in great de- 
mand and his mail has become so heavy 
that an additional receptacle has been pro- 
vided for it at the House postoffice. 


What Is Clay’s Age. 

Does any one know Senator Clay’s age? 
The Senator does not, or if he does he re- 
fused to tell it. In the Congressional Di- 
rectory Mr. Clay’s biography appears as 
follows: “Alexander Stephens Clay of 
Marietta, Cobb County, Ga., was born Sept.

THE CZAR KISSES TOLSTOI. 


Then Ruler and Peasant Author Dis- 
cuss National Disarmament. 
ODESSA, Jan. 17.—While journeying 
north from Livadia Emperor Nicholas, 
during a break for luncheon at _  “Toola, 
capital of the government of Central Rus- 


sia, sent a delicately worded message ex- 
pressing his desire to see Count Leo Tol- 
stoi. Contrary to expectation, Tolstol ac- 
cepted the invitation and soon appeared at 
the railway station. In his peasant’s garb 
he presented a _ striking contrast to the 
richly dressed entourage of the Czar. Em- 
peror NichtHolas kissed him on the mouth 
and both cheeks, Tolstoi readily respond- 


ng. 

Then a conversation began, the Czar ask- 
ing his guest for an opinion upon the 
imperial proposal for the lHmitation of 
armaments. Count Tolstoi replied that he 
could only believe in it when his Majesty 
should set the example to other nations. On 
the Czar mentioning the difficulties of the 
problem and the necessity for united aid 
of the great powers, the Count softened 
somewhat and expressed the hope that his 
Majesty would be able to attain some defi- 
nite results, or, at any rate, to formulate 
some workable plen at the conference. The 
Czar, thanking him’ for his good wishes, 
said he would be pleased if Tolstoi could 
be induced to lend his genius to the solu- 
tion of the question, and the Count re- 
oined that the Emperor might count upon 
is co-operation, for he was already en- 
gaged upon a work dealing with the ques-

GILLETT IS COMING BACK. 


At Least That Is the Announcement of 
His Brother-in-Law. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 17.—Charles F. 
Hunt, brother-in-law of Grant G. Gillett, 
the cattle plunger, announces that the fu- 
gitive will return to the United States ana 
face his creditors in Kansas City on or be-~ 
fore Fab. 1. Hunt arrived from Chihuahua, 
Mexico, several days ago, and has had 
numerous conferences with Gillett’s prin- 
cipal creditors. Hunt departed for Mexico 
last night. 

He declared that he had arrived at a 
thorough understanding with Gillett's cred- 
jtors, and that there would be no prosecu- 
tion on account hy alleged questionable 

ortgwage transactions. 

Mr. Hunt also said that Gillett had no 
large sum of money, as has been reported, 
and that he will make no Dig payment to 
his creditors. On the oontrary, according 
to Mr Hunt, Gillett will be serviceable to 
his creditors principally in assisting them 
to straighten out h‘s tangled affairs and to 
convert into cash his cattle and other prop- 
erty ecattered over Southern Kansas and 
the Territories. 

In referring to the settlement Hunt stated 
to a reporter that one Kansas City bank 
held over $300,000 of Gillett paper. Officials 
of the bank. when seen later, denied this 
statement in the most positive terms. Oth- 
er known and supposed creditors of Gillett 
have persistently denied that there would 
be any understanding by which Gillett 
would be permitted to return and be free 
from prosecution.

Boycott on the Spanish Newspapers 
May Soon Drive Them Out of 
the Cuban Capital 


HAVANA, Jan. 17.—The Cubans are pre- 
paring 4 protest against the Spanish Bank 
of Cuba collecting taxes. The impression 
still prevails among them that the bank Is 
to collect taxes to January 1, which were 
levied under Spanish sovereignty. In the 
absence of an official statement to the con- 
trary, both Spaniards and Cubans believe 
that the bank will attempt to make these 
collections and secure its percentage. The 
agitation is pronounced. 

The Cuban assemb! 
army is to reconvene Tuesday at Marianao. 
Its sess'ons were adjourned in December 
to await the reeult of the work of the com- 
mission which went to Washington, headed 
by Calixto Garcia. he purpose of that 
comm .ssi0on Was to urge that the United 
States make an advance to pay the in- 
surgents and compensate itself out of tne 
prospective custome recipts. Word has 
come from Washington that some such ar- 
‘rangement will be made, but on what au- 
thority is not Known. The Cuban assembiy 
professes ability to disband the insurgent 
army and secure the-return of the in- 
eurgents to their homes in the country if a 
portion of their pay is advanced. Public 
sentiment favors the proposition as a means 
of early tranquillity. The Spanish mer- 
chants want it in order to end uncertainty. 
The assembly also intends to ask the pres- 
ence of Gen. Maximo Gomez to advise with 
regard to these and other matters. 

A boycott war is raging among the Ha- 
vana newspapers. The Cuban journals are 
trying to oust the former organs of Spanish 
opinion. For this purpose they get meet- 
ings called to denounce their rivais. The 
affair is not of much consequence except 
to the newspapers concerned in it. : 

Not much has yet been done toward the 
establishment of the Havana naval etation 
and Assistant Secretary of the Navy Allen 
will have a chance to look into the details. 
The proposition of establishing a smaller 
station at Nipe, on the north coast in the 
eastern part of the island, is also under 
consideration. 

A commission to inquire into the finances 
of the city has been appointed by Gen.

The commission is authorized to summon 
witnesses and take testimony. 

It is expected that some startling details 
will be uncovered and several concessions 
will possibly be revoked on evidence of 
fraud.

Ludlow, whw® expects to take personal 
grasp upon the finances, as he has upon 
other branches of the city government. 

The American Government is now build- 
ing and equipping a railroad in Cuba, 1700 
men being at work. At least 1300 more will 
be given employment as soon as possible. 
The road rurs from Trisconia around 
Guanabacoa, giving connection with all 
railroads entering Havana. It will ‘be. 
about six miles in length, and is being con- 
étructed by the American Indies Co., in 
connection with the contracting firm of 
Drake, Stratton & Co. of New York and 
Pittsburg. The road is being built on an 
elastic contract—so much per cubic yard of 
dirt handled. The original plans contem- 
plated the construction of seven ware- 
houses at Trisconia. The Van Aiken Con- 
struction Co. has been given a contract for 
the buildings.

PROF, MACARTS PETS 


TRAINER OF DOGS AND MONKEYS 
TALKS ABOUT THEM. 


MONGRELS QUICK TO LEARN. 


—_——— 


Mme. Macart’s Trials as Costumer to 
the Intelligent Beasts at the 
Columbia Theater. 


A talk with Prof. Macart, whose trained 
dogs and monkeys are the feature of the 
bill at the Columbia Theater this week, 
revealed to a Post-Dispatch man some in- 
teresting facts about animal training. “As 
to my methods,” said Mr. Macart, ‘they 
are simple. Patience and kindness. A dog 
will do anything for one who treats him 
well, You have only to make him under- 
stand what you want. That’s where the 
patience comes in, The monkeys are not 
quite so docile as the dogs, and are apt 
to have paroxysms of rage and periods of 
sulks, but they are more imitative than 
dogs, and always succumb to patience, 
firmness and kindness. : 

“What breed of dogs is most qonty 
trained? It is not a matter of breed. t 
is the individual dog. I have all kinds 
of dogs in my troupe. As a rule mongrels 
are quicker to learn than thoroughbreds. 
Certain dogs are fitted for certain tricks. 
A somersault dog is hard to find. Leapers 
can’t learn to curn somersaults, and vice 
versa. When I get a new dog, I find out, 
by experimenting, what kind of work he is 
best fitted for and then train him along 
those lines. 

“Where do I get my dogs? Everywhere. 
When I see the kind of dog I want I buy 
him, if possible. Many cf the dogs in my 
troupe came from various parts of Eng- 
land and the continent, from whence we 
have just returned, after a tour of 18 
months. My morkeys I buy from the ani- 
mal importers in New York and Hamburg. 
Hamburg, you know, is the headquarters 
of the wild animal trade of the world.’ 

There is one important person in the 
management of the dog and monkey circus, 
whom the public does not see, but upon 
whom, in a great measure, depends the suc- 
cess of the entertainment. That is Mme. 
Macart, who had her hands and head well 
occupied during the act, for she it is who 
dresses the doge and holds them ready for 
their cues. 

Dogs have cues? Why, of course, they 
do, and they seldom miss one. They sit 
impatiently, in all the glory of satin and 
spangles, their bright little eyes upon the 
professor and his small performers, until 
their turn comes to go on. 

The making. of canine wardrobes and the 
care of them ‘s an important part of the 
business. A dog once learns a trick and 
he never forgets it, but he is continually 
wanting news clothes, for even with the 
best of care they grow eshabby. Mme. 
Macart spends hours each day in cutting 
and fitting, in sewing and planning effective 
combinations. Only the best materials are 
used, because thin satin would come to 
grief through the rough handling while be- 
ing adjueted, or by the sharp little claws of 
the wearers. Gold and silver a gg yh 
spangles, ornaments of various Kinds, make 
the cost of a new frock nearly $10, and its 
life of usefulness ‘is not a long one. At 
the close of each performance the little 
garments are carefully folded and packed 
away, just as a prima donna’s fripperies 
are. Skirts are turned wrong side out, 
bloomers are folded with due regard to 
folds, headware is pinched into shape, and 
the spangled tulle skirts of the dancers 
are placed where they will not be crushed 
Even the wigs which the. skirt dancers 
wear—for they are equipped in everything 
but cosmetics just as men and women are— 
hey are lightiy brushed and folded. 

‘‘How do you fit the dresses?” was asked 
of Mme, Macart, and she gave a prac- 
tical illustration by calling a small sil- 
ver terrier and coaxing him partly into her 
lap. By various devices she held his at- 
tention, and he maintained his position long 
enough for her to slip upon him the be- 
ginning of the new gown—the lining. A 
pinch here and a snip there, insertion of a 
few safety pins and a careful adjustment 
about the shoulders, for the little paws 
must have freedom and the thing was done. 
The tiny skirt ts put on later, and the whole 
fastens up the back, It is only recently 
that Mme. Macart has achieved anything 
like success in sleeves, but perseverance 
has been rewarded, and all her family are 
now provided with stylish, up-to-date 
Ssieeves., 

There is a deal of detail in presenting 
such an animal show as that of the Ma- 
carts, and it takes five people, including 
animal attendants, to make the act run 
as smoothly and effectively as it does on 
the Columbia stage.

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HALF A CENTURY CONNECTED 
WITH SHURTLEFF COLLEGE. 


OLDEST BAPTIST MINISTER. 


Remarkable Career of a Remarkable 
Man, to Whom All Citizens of 
Southern Illinois Are Indebted. 


Rev. Dr. Justus Buikiey, a former Presi- 
dent of Shurtleff College, and for many 
years the oldest active Baptist minister of 
Illinois, died at his home at Upper Alton, 
from the grip, at 8:30 o’clock Monday 
night. 

Dr. Bulkley was a unique and splendid 
character. He was a landmark of educa- 
tion and religion in Iliinois. He was the 
patriarch preacher of the State. He was 
poseessed of rugged health and strength, 
unyielding to age, and active until within 
afew days of his death. It is said of him 
that he married and buried more peopie 
.than any minister in the history of Illinois. 
He distributed with lavish hand and untir- 
ing his services and his sympathies. For a 
quarter of a century he supplied the pul- 
‘ts of churches unable to afford-a pastor. 
‘or 55 years he was identified with the 
Shurtleff College as student, instructor and 
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REV. JUSTUS BULKLEY, 
President. It ia unlikely that I}inois has 
had a clergyman so generally known as he. 
Dr. Bulkley was born at Leicester, N. Y., 
July 23, 1819. He came to Illinois in 1837. 
His parents eecttled in Pike County, Ill He 
began preaching in 1842. The next year he 
entered Shurtleff College, and his associea- 
tion with the college has continued un- 
broken In the 56 years that have elapsed. 
He graduated from Shurtleff in 1847. He 
received the degree of master of arts in 
1850; became principal of the preparatory 
department in 1848; professor of mathemat- 
ios jn 1853: professor of church history and 
polity in 1865; president of the college for 
two years in 1870. and was professor of 
natural science and church Hhistory when 
he died. He received the degree of doctor 
of divinity from Chicago University in 1872 
and that of doctor of laws at Shurtleff tn 
1897. He has been a resident of Upper Al- 

ton aince 1843

IN TWO CITIES AT ONCE. 


BUSINESS MEN’S LEAGUE MEET. 


Energy, Activity and Enthusiasm for 
the Success of the World’s

Ex-Gov. D. R. Francis was making a 
race against time Tuesday and exerting his 
remarkable energies to the utmost—and all 
that he may demonstrate his devotion to 
the cause of holding a World’s Fair in St. 
Louis. 

The zeal he is displaying is a striking 
€xemplification of the spirit of the pro- 
gressive St. Loulsans who are working for 
the success of the project. 

Monday Gov. Francis rece‘ved a telegram 
bidding him go at once to Chicago to at- 
tend an important meeting of directors of 
a corporation in which he is interested. 

“What time?’’ wired the ex-Governor. 

“Tuesday, 2 p. m.,"” was the reply. 

The private wire leading from the ex- 
Governor’s office fairly sizzled. He wired 
that he couldn't possibly attend a meeting 
at that time, as he must be in St. Louis 
Tuesday evening to address the members 
and guests of the Business Men’s League 
in behalf of the World’s Fair project. 

The answer came that the meeting had 
been advertised for 2 p. m. and the time 
could not be changed. Both sides were im- 
movable for some time and the telegrams 
from both ends consisted of only three 
words, repeated at intervals: “‘Can’t do it. 

The Chicagoans finally yielded and 
changed the time of meeting to 9:30 a. m. 
Gov. Francis left St. Louis at 11 o’clock 
Monday night. He attended the meeting 
in Chicago Tuesday morning and will re- 
turn in time to make his plea for a World’s 
Fair at the Business Men’s League ban- 
quet Tuesday night. 

It was offic‘ally announced Tuesday morn- 
ing that no contributions would be asked 
for at the banquet. 

Secretary James Cox of the World's Fair 
Executive Committee said: 

“There will be no passing around the hat 
at the Business Men’s League meeting. The 
discussion wil] be a general one, and, while 
pledges may be made, they will be entirely 
voluntary. The league has no author'ty 
to collect money. All we can do is to refer 
contributors to the Committee of Fifty 
which meets Thursday night. Tne league 
is not conducting the preliminaries and it 
has no desire to run the World’s Fair. [It 
is simply giving the project all the aid it 
can. Results must be worked out by a 
distinct World’s Fair organization.”’

COMMENT ON SHOWS. 
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It would be interesting to know precisely 
how much Mark Twain had to do with 
making ‘‘Robin Hood” a successful opera. 
That sounds foolish, doesn't it? But, stop 
a bit. There is a good deal in a name, 
Miss Juliet Capulet to the contrary, not- 
withstanding. ‘The title of this popular old 
opera was its first good advertisement. It 


revived memories of the tales we read in 
our youth of the merry outlaws of Sher- 
wood forest. of Friar Tuck and Little John 
and Will Scarlet and poor Guy of Gis- 
borne, who was slain by the doughty Robin. 
What has Mark Twain to do with all this? 
Do you remember ‘“Tom Sawyer?” It was 
only a few years before the first production 
of ‘“‘Robin Hood’”’ that the book was very 
widely read. One of the most oo 
chapters in it is devoted to a description 
of how Tom and a playmate pretended that 
they were the outlaws of Sherwood for- 
est. In persons of an imaginative tempera- 
ment the perusal of this chapter quickened 
the dormant interest they felt in Robin 
Hood and his men. It set a good many 
of us to reading ‘‘Ivanhoe’’ again. Natur- 
ally when an opera called ‘‘Robin Hood’’ 
was produced, the interest that wae re- 
vived by Mark Twain in the heroes of the 
greenwood made us want to see those jolly 
rascals pictured on the stage. The the- 
ory is far fetched, but— 

The pebble in the brooklet cast 

Hius changed the course of many a river. 
And it is not beyond the bounds of proba- 
bility that Mark Twain had an ante natal 
influence in favor of DeKoven and Smith's 
opera. Whenit was first produced the crit- 
ios said it would not do. They admitted 
that there were flashes of melody in the 
score, but they didn’t like the construc- 
tion. But the people were attracted by the 
name and they went to hear the opera. 
Those flashes of melody that the ecrtics ad- 
mitted, caught the ,popular fancy. In a 
short time men, women and children were 
singing. humming and whistling ‘Promise 
Me,”’ ““‘Brown October Ale’’ and “The Jet 
Black Crow.’ The fine comedy work of 
Mr, Barnabee and Mr. Frothingham ap- 
pealed to the class that hke fun, and the 
magnificent musical ab'‘lity of W. H. Mae- 
Donald, Jessie Bartlett-Dayis, Eugene 
Cowles, Marie Stone and Tom Karl, cap- 
tured the musically inclined. The critics 
admitted that the opera was a success and 
they have been admitting It ever since. 
While they deprecated the public appreci- 
ated, and like sens ‘ble critics, they changed 
their minds and said it was a good show 
after all.
